County Tax 
Rate Likely 
To Be Cut 


I Asses.'-ed Valuations in 
Sieira Madre Drop, 
Increase in County 

The city, county and school 
tax rates soon to be fixed 'by the 
city council and county board of 
supervisors will be levied against 
an assessed valuation of $2,677,- 
525 in Sierra Madre. This figure 
is exclusive of the public utilities 
and was released by the supervis¬ 
ors following the hearing of ap¬ 
peals on assessments made by the 
county assessor. 

Total assessed valuation of the 
county is given as $2,523,90 ; 270, 
an increase over the assessment 
for the fiscal year 1942-43 of 
$39,927,594. This increase togeth¬ 
er with a reduction in the county i 
budget made po-sslble by war- I 
time curtailment of many actlv- j 
ities, is expected to result in a i 
lowering of the county tax rate.

With the stakes set at highest 
in all history, with victory or an- 
nihilation in the balance, it seems 
to this writer that certain over¬ 
production is preferable to possi¬ 
ble inadequacy. 

It is cheering, moanwblie, to 
lead a signi-icant survey prepared 
by the California State chamber 
of Commeice, showing this istate 
still far in the lead in national 
wtr production. For the benefit of 
the layman who prefers louud 
figuies to graphs and charts, the 
report measures over-all war pro¬ 
duction in the simple terms of 
workers and wages. 

California manufactureis, whose 
pre-war payrolls of 1939 did not 
seem at all inconsiderable, length¬ 
ened their employe rosters in 1942 
to 671,200 according to the re¬ 
cord, and their payrolls to a total 
of 31,473,749,000. The number of 
employes increased 143 per cent, 
and wages paid them leaped 303 
per cent.

ROLL BACK - SUBSIDY SCHEME 
CALLED ECONOMIC QUACKERY

The tragedy of errors which 
has marked the government's 
handling of the food problem ap¬ 
pears to be mounting to a new 


of war bonds to pay for the costs 
of military supplies and equip¬ 
ment, and when President Roose¬ 
velt has just told Congress that 
taxes must be sharply increased 
again if the war bill is to be 
paid. 

Looking at the problem from 
another angle, this proposal to 
divert two billion dollars In tax

A new signal is being arranged 
for a mountain fire call, which 
will call to battle the n.embers 
ot the Triple F. Much of the 
mountainside is in Uie city lim¬ 
its.

surdities in the program that it 
is difficult to determine where to 
start in listing its fallacies. Per¬ 
haps the crowning insult in the 
plan is that it makes the United 
States government party to a 
scheme to deceive the people into 
believing that their living costs 
are being lowered when no such 
leUuctlon is being accomplished. 

The whole program smacks of 
economic quackery and political 
insincerity, for it does nothing 
whatever to check inflation — 
and yet is represented as an at¬ 
tempt to deal with that problem. 

1 As a matter of simple truth, any 
small saving which the house¬ 
holder may achieve in his daily 
living costs by reason of this 
program, he will be forced to 
make up with interest — in in¬ 
creased taxes. What he doesn’t 
pay the grocer (and the actual 
reductions will be small, indeed), 
he will pay the tax collector, or 
his children, who come a.ter him, 
will pay. 

Farmers, if they took a short¬ 
sighted, selfish view of the mat¬ 
ter, might be expected to support 
the rollback-subsidy scheme, for 
under it the farmer will continue 
to get the same amount for his 
products, and yet the consumer 
will pay the grocer less. But 
faamers recognize that any pro¬ 
gram which misrepresents actual 
conditions and which postpones 
action on the critical problems of 
inflation is dangerous both to 
them and to the entire country. 

The American Farm Bureau 
Federation, the National Ck>uncil 
of Farmer Cooperative, the Na¬ 
tional Grange and many other 
farm groups have g^>ne on record 
as vigorously opposed to the sub¬ 
sidy program. Albert S. Goss, 
master of the Grange, warned 
the Senate Agricultural Commit¬ 
tee that the program to lower re¬ 
tail prices by subsidy payments 
to processors would create a food 
shortage and discord: "Had we 
deliberately set out to create a 
food problem, we could scarcely 
have done more than has been 
done in pursuing our policies on 
labor, machinery and price ceil¬ 
ings.” 

Wa.shington experts now esti- ■ 
mate that it will take two billion 
dollars e year out of the Federal 
Treasury to carry out the pro¬ 
gram and subsidize processors to 
roll back prices to the levels 
which existed on Sept. 15, 1942. 

And that huge expenditure ot
